Leader's PfH Meeting

Waste Collections 
The Director of Environmental Services about the 
Business Improvement & Efficiency Programme 
advised on the contribution that the waste and 
recycling service changes have made. These changes 
have achieved the targeted savings of £200,000 for 
2014-15 and are set to save £400,000 in 2015-16. 
These savings have been/will be achieved as a result of 
the simultaneous implementation of a number of 
significant services changes over a 7 month period. 
These included a re-modelling exercise which reduced 
the number of household waste collection rounds 
from 210 to 180 and the service fleet by two refuse 
collection vehicles.
